It is extremely difficult to 
determine how long the insurrectionary 
struggle must be prolonged before the 
party in rebellion are entitled to the sup- 
port avd protection of the neighboring 
states and nations. Four years of prac- 
tieal independence did not reconcile us 
to the thought of interference in any 
shape or form by other nations in favor 


of the south. The Cretan struggle has | 


lasted searcely year. Unless, there- 
fore, Crete is to be considered an excep- 


tional case, it is difficult to show reason | 
why Turkey should desist in her en-| 
deavors to put down rebellion in that | 


island. 


It then undertakes to show that Crete ) 
js an exceptional case. It says that in | 


1830, the allied Powers handed Crete 
over to the Viceroy of Egypt, and in
